Promotes New 
Programs Here 


Public Hearing on Zoning Set for Feb. 10

The new zoning ordinance and map of Sierra Madre pre¬ 
pared by the firm of Gordon Whitnall and Associates at the 
request of the City Council and members of the City Planning 
Commission will make its appearance before the general 
public Thursday night, Feb. 10 at 8 p.m. at City Hall when 
the first of 2 hearings will be held. The second hearing is 
scheduled for Feb. 21. 

Purpose of the revisions is to modernize zoning laws, 
many of which date back as far as 1919 and to prevent con¬ 
tinued changes in the present ordinance on a piecemeal basis. 
The proposed plans are designed to bring into conformity 
changes which have been established by many recent court 
decisions in regard to modern trends in methods of land use 
regulations as well as changes made in the State Enabling 
Legislation known as the "Conservation Planning Act." 

The revised zoning ordinance clarifies the matters of zon- 
ing procedure and permits administration of the ordinance to 
the public and City government alike. Rules and regulations 
governing the land owner, as well as the City, are plainly 
stated for the enforcement of the ordinance. 

Kay Kalicka representing the Whitnall organization points 
out that the new zoning map will protect and develop Sierra 
Madre's individual residential characteristics. 

While it is not possible to give a complete and final de¬ 
scription of the proposed changes, due to the tentative nature 
of the map as first drawn, the proposals may be summarized 
generally by stating that there will be a larger R-3 (multiple 
family) zone. In general many of the areas now zoned R-2 
will be changed to R-3. 

At the first public hearing, discussion will be limited to 
proposed changes north of Grandview, where only a few 
parcels of land are to be re-zoned. These include the exten¬ 
sion of the R-3 zone on both sides of Baldwin slightly north 
from the present R-3 boundary, to a point approximately 
halfway between Mira Monte and Carter. Also a change from 
R-3 to R-l (single family), involving some property on 
Mountain Trail from north side of Grandview to north side 
of Mira Monte. 

Changes contemplated south of Grandview will be studied 


at the second public hearing on Feb. 21 and possibly at ad¬ 
ditional meetings. In general, they include: 

From R-2 to Commercial—a small parcel on the southwest 
corner of Montecito and Auburn. Several parcels in this vi¬ 
cinity, also south of the business district on Sierra Madre 
Blvd., between Hermosa and Baldwin, are to be listed as po¬ 
tential commercial property. 

Two parcels on East Montecito near Mt. Trail which abut 
the present industrial zone will be changed from R-3 to In¬ 
dustrial. An entirely new classification will be created, known 
as R-P. This area may contain both professional buildings 
and residences, and extends around the present commercial 
zone on both sides of Sierra Madre Blvd. easterly to Sierra 
Madre Place and westerly to Michillinda. 

Re-zoned to R-3: all property which is not commercial, 
north of Sierra Madre Blvd., easterly to both sides of Mt. Trail, 
northerly to both sides of Laurel, and westerly to Hermosa 
(excluding the school). South of Sierra Madre Blvd., roughly 
from Mt. Trail westerly to Sunnyside, southerly to south side 
of Mariposa. 

From R-l to R-2: immediately east of Hermosa, westerly 
to Lima, on both sides of Ramona. From R-2 to R-l: An area 
south of Highland on both sides of Lima, and on the east 
side of Mt. Trail, on both sides of Santa Anita Ct. and San 
Gabriel Ct. 

City Administrator Bevington told the NEWS yesterday 
it is possible that more than two hearings before the Planning 
Commission will be necessary. After these are concluded, two 
more hearings will be held before the City Council before 
the ordinance becomes law. 

He said that the map showing the proposed changes is 
available for inspection at the City Hall. He extended to all 
persons interested an invitation to attend the hearings, em¬ 
phasizing that he, the Planning Commission, the City Council 
and the advisory firm of Gordon Whitnall and Associates are 
anxious to explain, to all property owners concerned, the 
reason for the contemplated changes and the overall picture 
as it affects the City.

Results to Be Given Public 
Vote in April 29 Elections 


At the next meeting of the Sierra Madre School Board Feb. 
14 the anticipated increase of maintenance costs will be studied 
by administrators in preparation for determining the amount and 
duration of the new tax to be asked at the April 29 school district 
tax election. 

The figures pertaining to the growing classroom load and 
student enrollment at Sierra Madre elementary schools will be 
influential in the board's decision. The two public elementary 

schools here are known as City

School, 141 W. Highland, and 
the newer Sierra Mesa School 
at 140 N. Canon. 

Student enrollment here has 
been increasing steadily. In 
September of 1953 the enroll¬ 
ment was 722 students, but last 
September 750 students entered 
the schools and this amount 
has been increased by 16 more 
in the past months. 

School authorities feel that 
classroom loads should not ex¬ 
ceed 32 students to a class. 
However, of the 20 classes 
above kindergarten grades in 
the two public schools, nine are 
above the desirable figure in a 
total excess of 21 students. 

In addition, kindergarten 
students who will be in the 
first grade next year far out¬ 
number the present first grade 
enrollment. 

Tiiese figures are from school 
records as of this date and do 
not include new anticipated en¬ 
rollments that are inevitable 
due to the new subdivisions 
that are now being opened. Re¬ 
serve funds already have been 
used in the current budget just 
to maintain present standards. 

Maximum rate of the tax 
has been set by law at 90 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation of 
all properties within the school 
tax district. Locally, this in¬ 
cludes all of Sierra Madre plus 
nearby mountain properties 
north of the city line. 

The majority of Los Angeles 
County districts have exceeded 
the 90 cent rate by vote. The 
duration of the tax period may 
be a specified number of years, 
or it may be unlimited. 

In 1942-43 Sierra Madre set 
a rate of only 78 cents out of 
the available 90 cents. One 
year later 89 cents was the 
amount. Since 1944-45 the full 
90 cents has been expended. 

An estimate of next year’s 
school budget reveals that 
some of the present services 
would have to be curtailed if 
there is no increase of funds, 
because increased costs to the 
Pasadena District for 7th and 
8th grade students must be 
budgeted. 

The tuition for Sierra' Madre 
students attending Pasadena 
schools is still less than Pasa¬ 
dena’s costs, considering that 
the figure is determined by 
costs of the local school’s cur¬ 
rent expenses. 

For these reasons, and others, 
members of the Sierra Madre 
School board say they feel that 
local school needs are under¬ 
standable. 


Mayor Charles E. Louk sub¬ 
mitted his resignation to mem¬ 
bers of the City Council at an 
adjourned meeting of the City 
Council Monday night. Louk 
who recently was appointed to 
the position of postmaster in 
Sierra Madre, tendered his res¬ 
ignation following a ruling by 
district postal authorities which 
says that a postmaster can not 
hold any other position under 
municipalities regardless of the 
fact that they are not compen¬ 
sable. 

Although Mr. Louk’s resigna¬ 
tion was made on “an effective 
immediately” basis, Council 
members decided to delay ac¬ 
ceptance of the resignation un¬ 
til a final opinion is received 
from the Washington postal 
department. 

Louk has served as Mayor 
since March 1954 when he fill¬ 
ed the position left vacant by 
the resignation of Henry Kors- 
meier. In April of 1954 he ran 
for City Council and was elect¬ 
ed and later chosen Mayor by 
the Council. 

If the Washington opinion 
uphold’s the ruling by the 
Southern California area au¬ 
thorities, Louk’s successor must 
be selected 30 days after ac¬ 
ceptance of his resignation, it 
is understood. In the event that 
no one is named to fill his 
job, it would be necessary to 
conduct a called election, a 
procedure which is held unlike¬ 
ly- 

“I have enjoyed my work 
with the Council tremendously. 
The many problems we have 
faced during the past year 
have presented a real challenge 
and the work has been reward¬ 
ing in the satisfaction that I 
have received in doing it,” Mr. 
Louk told the NEWS today.

The accident occured Monday 
of last week at approximately 
7 p.m., but, so far, post-accident 
versions have been conflicting. 

Both Hurwit and the police 
have expressed a desire for 
witnesses.

To The Editor: 

The Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission is preparing to 
amend Ordinance 3914 by de¬ 
leting the section which allows 
the inhabitant of a dwelling 
to use 25 per cent of it for a 
gainful occupation, provided 
he displays no sign, makes no 
disturbing noise or hires any¬ 
one. The new ordinance would 
fine anyone infringing this rule 
$300. 

Under such an ordinance, a 
man with a small machine 
shop in his garage, a woman 
conducting a baby-sitting busi¬ 
ness by telephone or doing 
dressmaking would be depriv¬ 
ed of livelihood and liable to 
fine. 

Sierra Madre is not able to 
support all its residents, most 
of whom must of necessity seek 
their living in other areas. But 
numerous persons, because of 
health, small children, aged 
relatives or transportation dif¬ 
ficulties, must be able to eke 
out their incomes by sewing, 
typing or tutoring in their 


homes, to be able to live in 
this pleasant town. 

It has been remarked, by 
some of those favoring this 
new ordinance that no one 
would know it if such persons 
just went on and did those 
things. It seems to me quite 
immoral for a city government 
to adopt a law with the as¬ 
sumption that breaking it 
would be condoned in certain 
cases. 

The dangerous thing about 
the complete elimination of the 
section allowing 25 per cent 
for a home occupation, with 
penalties for infraction, is that 
it may scare some persons out 
of home “businesses” which 
really are a benefit to the com¬ 
munity and are essential to the 
welfare of many of our citi¬ 
zens.

f There came a time, too, when 
. Kaliope insisted that we get a 
1 cat because of the mice that 
were infesting the pantry. 
There were any number of wild 
cats about the place, but none 
of them was housebroken and 
they were all ugly and sus¬ 
picious. One of our friends had 
a sleek Siamese who had tak¬ 
en up with a Greek Tom and 
the resulting kittens all took 
after their father. So she gave 
us one of these. We named 
her Psipsina (Greek for kit¬ 
ten) which the children 
promptly shortened to “Psina.” 

Kalopie was enchanted with 
her bright way and affection¬ 
ate disposition and inevitably 
the chicken had to move over 
to make room for the cat. 

Eafiy one morning Pitt and 
I were awakened by a hideous 
succession of howls and screams 
and crashes which were coming 
from Kaliope’s basement room. 
We made the descent from our 
floor to Kaliope’s in record 
time only to find ourselves un¬ 
able to do anything but dodge 
the wild swipes of the broom 
that Kaliope, in a voluminous 
flannel nightgown, was wield¬ 
ing like a great bat. m 

“Two of those wild cats got 
in through my window,” she 
panted between swipes.

I’ll never for¬ 
get when they went to the Rut¬ 
ledges and there was such a 
diversity of luscious fruit that 
all they could bring home was 
tummy-aches. And now when 
I pass an orange grove I stop 
and look hard at it, because 
the way things are going it 
will be hard to find one in an¬ 
other 10 years.

We in Sierra Madre should 
wish to encourage rather than 
penalize every neighbor who, 
in his or her home, wishes to 
carry on some gainful activity 
which is a benefit to the com¬ 
munity and yet does not in 
any way create a nuisance in 
the neighborhood, especially if 
that neighbor needs the income 
from such an activity to make 
him or her independent. Since 
we certainly could not and

This sort of 
heater will continue to create 
heat as long as the gas is 
turned on and, if water is not 
used, become so hot as to fill the 
pipes as far as into the main 
water lines of the street.

"My Brother’s Keeper” by 
Marcia Davenport is a weird 
tale based on the actual case 
of two brothers buried in the 
debris of their decaying man¬ 
sion. From a diary scribbled 
on notes of paper kept by one 
of the brothers a bank official 
reconstructs the lives of these 
two. Dominated by their grand¬ 
mother whose own disillusion¬ 
ment led her to disillusion and 
destroy the members of the 
family the two brothers deter¬ 
iorated into hopeless, vague 
old characters. It is not a pleas¬ 
ant tale but an interesting 
character study. 

“A Philosophy for Our Time” 
by Bernard Baruch consists of 
four lectures dealing with the 
problems of adjustment from 
wartime to peacetime economy; 
the importance of self-disci¬ 
pline in a democracy and the 
understanding of problems of 
both government and business. 
Since democracy is everybody’s 
business, everybody must as¬ 
sume a measure of responsibil¬ 
ity. It is an encouraging little 
book which can be read in an 
hour or two. 

“Reach for the Sky” by Paul 
Brickhill is the triumphant bi¬ 
ography of Douglas Bader, 
Britain’s R.A.F. ace, whose short 
life so far could be divided into 
three exciting chapters: 

First, lie overcame the physi¬ 
cal handicap of the loss of both 
legs in an airplane crash, even 
to the point of golfing and 
dancing. 

Second, he re-enlisted at the 
outbreak of World War II and 
during the Battle of Britain be¬ 
came a top air ace, a group 
commander, and a resourceful 
aerial tactician. 

Third, he was shot down and 
captured by the Germans, but 


gave them so much trouble 
that he had to be sent to the 
grim, escape-proof K o 1 d 11 z 
Castle. 

The book is compellingly 
written by Paul Brickhill, the 
former R.A.F. flyer and ex-pris- 
oner of war who gave us the 
memorable account of “The 
Great Escape.”

PAINT TO PROTECT AS WELL 
AS BEAUTIFY YOUR HOME 


Family Service of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre held its board of directors 
meeting recently to establish 
policies for expanding its ser¬ 
vices in cooperation with its 
local sponsor, the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Community Chest. 

One of the principal subjects 
at the meeting, called by Chair¬ 
man Douglas C. Lance, was the 
problem of how the directors 
could best inform the people 
of Sierra Madre concerning the 
nature of Family Service. Too 
many, it is believed, are not 
aware that Family Service is 
for them. 

According to Chairman 
Lance, Family Service func¬ 
tions in much the same way 
as the "old-time family doctor, 
the local parson, or the wise 
old' grandpa used to do in the 
days when there was less con¬ 
fusion and more time to solve 
personal problems.” 

Family Service, Lance says, 
is primarily for persons in trou¬ 
ble who may feel they have 
no one to turn to for help or 
advise. Regardless of what the 
person’s individual problem 
may be, whether it might be 
described as physical or psy¬ 
chological, he may find help 
without divulging his identity 
to local Family Service mem¬ 
bers if he so wishes. This may 
be done by contacting Family 
Service of Pasadena, 118 S. Oak 
Knoll, which is a well equip¬ 
ped agency staffed by experi¬ 
enced professional men and 
trained social workers. 

The local Family Service 
board fulfills its role by help¬ 
ing the individual to meet the 
expenses for these professional 
services even though the board 
doesn’t know the individual’s 
name. According to Chairman 
Lance, fifty clients in the year 
just concluded called upon 
Family Service of Pasadena, 
through whose facilities Sierra 
Madre citizens may draw, and 
received four or more inter¬ 
views each. Exactly half the 
cost of interviews and profes¬ 
sional consultations was borne 
by the clients and half by the 
local association. 

Clients range in age and cat¬ 
egory from small children to 
adults. Among the many ex¬ 
amples given in the Family 
Service booklet are the follow¬ 
ing: 

“A couple married for 7 years 
—with three children—is drift¬ 
ing apart. The husband drinks 
more and more, stays away 
from home. How can she save 
the marriage? 

“A young woman is expect¬ 
ing a baby—she is not married 
—she doesn’t want to hurt her 
family. She needs professional 
help in planning for herself 
and child. 

“A middle aged couple with 
growing children need help in 
planning for an aging parent.”

John Gum Papers Given 
U. of Arizona by Local Woman 


Pioneer papers dating from 
some of the bloodiest days of 
the old Southwest were acquir¬ 
ed by the University of Arizo¬ 
na Library this week with the 
presentation of John P. Clum’s 
diary, scrapbook, letters and 
old photographs. 

The collection was presented 
by Clum’s granddaughter, Mrs. 
T. M. Randolph Parker, of Si¬ 
erra Madre. Fleming Bennett, 
University Librarian, termed 
the gift a “valuable and ex¬ 
tremely interesting addition to 
the university’s collection of 
historic documents. 

Clum was one of the fron¬ 
tier’s most colorful characters. 
He first distinguished himself 
in the West as an Apache 
agent at the San Carlos reser¬ 
vation from 1874 to 1877. He 
was the only man ever to cap¬ 
ture Geronimo by force, when 
with the aid of 100 of his 
Apache scouts, he tracked the 
renegade to his stronghold and 
brought him back 400 miles in 
handcuffs to the reservation. 

After three years as editor 
of the Tucson Citizen, Clum 
founded the Tombstone Epi¬ 
taph in 1880. For two years 
he chronicled the news of "The 
Town Too Tough To Die.” He 
championed U. S. Marshal Wy¬ 
att Earp in his running fight 
with the lawless “cowboy” 
crowd. Editor Clum printed the 
news as he saw it, mincing 


neither words nor opinions in 
a time and place where epi¬ 
thets were frequently answered 
with bullets. 

Born on a farm near C’laver- 
ack in the Hudson valley of 
New York State, Clum typified 
the cultured Easterner who 
came West and helped convert 
the raw frontier to civilization. 
As a student at Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity in 1870, he played foot¬ 
ball against Princeton in the 
third intercollegiate football 
game in the United States. 

Dropping out of college to 
come West for his health, he 
went to Santa Fe as a govern¬ 
ment astronomical observer 
with the Signal Corps. In those 
days the government passed 
Indian agency appointments 
around to different religious 
denominations. In 1874, as a 
member of the Dutch Reformed 
Church, Clum accepted a posi¬ 
tion as Apache agent on the 
San Carlos reservation. 

This was the time of the 
Apache outbreaks of the 1870’s 
and Clum’s first act was to or¬ 
der soldiers withdrawn to a 
distance of five miles from the 
reservation. 

Accompanied only by a phy¬ 
sician and a commissary clerk, 
the 22-year-old Indian agent 
went among the Apaches, dis¬ 
regarded all precedents of In¬ 
dian management, and in 
three years tamed the much- 
heralded untamable. He got the

That's where “muu-muu” 
comes in—a type of Hawaiian 
dress worn by the Arcadia 
Brownies along with their lead¬ 
ers and assistants. Wearing 
two leis apiece, they gave one 
to every member of Troop 27 
as she arrived, greeting her 
with the familiar “Aloha.” 

The dessert luau was served 
on grass mats made in native 
style by the Troop Niners and 
the meal was of Hawaiian 
fruits, cocoanut cake, and Ha¬ 
waiian punch. The entertain¬ 
ment featured a Hawaiian song 
by Linda Garrick and a hula 
by Judy Walker. 

The decorating throughout 
the room included tapa cloths, 
fish nets, and quilts that had 


been made with the design of 
the flag of Hawaii. Supple¬ 
menting these. Mrs. Walker ex¬ 
hibited a collection of native 
instruments that included a 
poi pounder, tapa pounder, an 
old Hawaiian lamp, lava rocks, 
and koa wood. 

A special highlight of the 
event was Mrs. Garrick's show¬ 
ing of the picture she had tak¬ 
en in color of the eruption of 
Mauna Loa during her visit to 
Hawaii in 1950. Wind-up to the 
affair came when members of 
Troop 27 departed through dou¬ 
ble lines of the hostesses with 
the singing of “Aloha Oe.” 

The party was one of a ser¬ 
ies to educate the girls to the 
history and manners of far 
countries. Last Christmas Troop 
9 entertained with a Mexican

Apaches to set up their own 
police and judge system, and 
eventually brought 5,000 of 
them under his control. Clum’s 
company of about 60 Apache 
police constituted Arizona’s 
first state militia, which often 
protected the white men from 
their redskin brothers. 

One of the documents pre¬ 
sented to the University —the 
diary Clum kept in the year 
1875 — throws fresh light on 
this critical period of his career. 

He served his Indian charges 
with distinction and success 
until he became convinced that 
the government treated its 
wards with indifference and 
unfairness. He carried his pro¬ 
tests to Washington, and when 
he was overruled, he resigned 
from the service. He became 
editor of the Tucson Citizen in 
1877, until news of the rich 
strikes in Tombstone led him 
to launch the Epitaph there. 

Besides publishing the Epi¬ 
taph, Clum was elected mayor 
of Tombstone and was also ap¬ 
pointed postmaster. He left the 
community in 1882, saddened 
by the death of a baby daugh¬ 
ter, but his pioneering career 
continued. 

After taking time out to study 
medicine in Washington for 
two years, he returned briefly 
to Tombstone as postmaster in 
1885, went on to California to 
edit the San Bernardino Daily 
Index, from 1885 to 1887. 

He handled numerous assign¬ 
ments for the U. S. Post Office, 
cleaned up lotteries in South 
Carolina, Texas and Louisiana. 
The post office sent him to 
Alaska to establish postal ser¬ 
vice there during the Klondike 
gold rush in 1898. He was with 
one of the hardy bands that 
braved the rigors of dreaded 
Chilkoot Pass, founded 50 post- 
offices in Alaska between 1898 
and 1909. 

After visiting Hawaii in 1914, 
Clum settled in California, grew 
dates in Indio, oranges in San 
Dimas, and spent the latter 
years of his life in Los An¬ 
geles. During a trip to attend 
the dedication of Coolidge Dam 
in 1930, re returned briefly to 
the old San Carlos Reservation 
for a pathetic reunion with 
some of his Apache scouts of 
the '70’s. 

Clum died at his Los Ange¬ 
les home May 2, 1932. Before 
his death he had provided his 
son, Woodworth, with material 
for the book, “Apache Agent,” 
which is currently being made 
into a motion picture by Uni¬ 
versal -International. 

Mrs. Parker who presented 
the collection to the University 
of Arizona lives with her hus¬ 
band and two children at 675 
Orange Grove Dr. 

University Librarian Bennett 
described Clum’s papers as a 
“bit of Arizona which focusses 
strongly on the pioneer Clum, 
and illustrates his strong char¬ 
acter as well as his courage 
and culture.

Film to Be Shown at 
Bethany Church Feb. 9 

Sierra Madreans can pay a 
visit to the old walled city of 
Jerusalem, Petra, ancient Baby¬ 
lon or Tyre through a new 
Moody Institute of Science film, 
“The Stones Cry Out,” which 
will be shown at the Bethany

Moody Institute of Science, a 
branch of Chicago’s Moody 
Bible Institute, is famous for 
its Sermons from Science films.

The MIS camera pokes its 
lense into the ruins of some of 
the most fabulous cities of all 
time—Babylon, where King 
Belshazazr saw the handwrit¬ 
ing on the wall, and site of 
the hanging gardens, the rose 
red city of Petra, and the once- 
thriving seaport and commer¬ 
cial center, Tyre.

Preaching from the text “In 
whom all things hold together” 
(Col. 1:17) Rev. Harry P. Leach 
of the Congregational Church, 
declared that Paul’s conception 
of Christ as a binding force in 
a world that is splitting apart 
is a much needed gospel. 

“We live in a world of tan¬ 
gents”, said Mr. Leach, “groups 
large and small are going their 
own way, pulling in their own 
direction away from the center 
of common welfare.” 

He reminded his listeners of 
what would happen if gravita¬ 
tion suddenly ceased to work. 
Objects on the surface of the 
earth rotate at a speed of ap¬ 
proximately a thousand miles 
Get your news from the NEWS an hour. 

“Without the force of gravi¬ 
tation buildings and people 
would be hurled into space.” 
We are kept firmly on the sur¬ 
face of the earth by the pull 
of gravitation that holds us to¬ 
gether. 

“Have you looked at the 
stars lately?” asked the preach¬ 
er. “What keeps them on their 
course”? Is it not that a cosmic 
power at the center holds them 
in their proper place? Is there 
not a desperate need in the 
world of men for some spirit¬ 
ual force that can hold men 
together and keep them from 
flying apart?” 

In developing his theme he 
spoke of war, hot or cold as a 
stupendous example of a world 
where the necessary binding 
power fails. Illustrations taken 
from family life, industrial re¬ 
lations and international af¬ 
fairs bear witness to the need 
of a cohesive force binding us 
all together. 

Mr. Leach declared that self¬ 
ishness was a major cause of 
the dissolution of harmonious 
relationships. "Is their any 
other power other than the 
power of Christ in men’s hearts 
that can hold men together? 

“Mutual concern, affection 
and love is the cement that 
binds men and is at the heart 
of the Christian Gospel. Ten 
years ago we were told there 
was no substitute for victory. 
Today, as we contemplate the 
awful power of the atom, we 
realize there is no victor or 
vanquished but all will be de¬ 
stroyed. We must find another 
way.” 

‘“I am the Way’ ” said Jesus. 
“In Him all things are held to¬ 
gether.”
